Health Canada bans beverages

soft drinks carry the necessary DIN. 

Evoy said Health Canada recent- 
ly sent a letter out to known 
distributors and importers of ma- 
huang, advising them that the 
product is considered to be a drug 
and that prior approval is needed 
to bring the herb into the country. 

“We warned them this is the po- 
sition of the branch and that they 
should take action to bring their 
products into cgmpliance,’’ said 
Evoy. : 
Ma-huang may be found in a 
number of products, most of which 
are distributed through health food 
stores. Terra Natural Food Market, 
| for example, stocks Traditional Me- 


| dicinals a Bi tea retailing for 


stimulant properties. One product 
called Diet Pep was briefly pulled 
from the market until it applied and 
received a DIN. 

“It's quite a lengthy process to 
get a DIN,” said Robertson. Manu- 
facturers using the herb in their 
products must make a formal ap- 
plication to Health Canada. 

In the United States, the Food 
and Drug Administration is current- 
ly considering restricting ma-huang 
as a drug after several car accidents 
linked to use of the herb. 

Evoy said this is the first time 
Health Canada has encounted the 
herb in a soft drink. He expressed 
surprise that Maxwell Taylor's 
didn't contact them before bring- 
ing the soft drinks into the country. 

“We're a little surprised this came 
in. Normally, importers contact us 
when they're bringing a new prod- 


| uct in,’’ said Evoy. He added that 


such situations may be | ge ae 
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Police officials at the Old Scona 
detachment have their own reasons 
for monitoring the growth of the 
pub industry in the area. They say 
that fights and damage to property 
have become more of a problem. 
They claim this is because bar-room 
capacity has risen from 1,500 to 
6,000 seats in the last two and a half 
years. Three Whyte Avenue retailers, 
who asked that their names not be 
printed say their business was hurt- 
ing to some extent as a result of the 
growing nightlife traffic. 

According to Don Belanger, ex- 
ecutive director of the Old 
Strathcona Foundation, Phair has 
drawn up what he calls the Area 
Redevelopment Plan. “The project 
is designed to increase communi- 
cation between the _ various 
interests in the area and define a 
common vision. Old Strathcona is 
working with the city to ensure that 
this area isn’t inundated with one 
type of business and to get back 
some of the traditional retail activ- 
ity that we've lost. On the other 
hand, nobody wants to give pub 
owners the impression that they're 
not an important aspect of the busi- 
ness community here.” 

Getting the balance right might 
be even trickier in the inner city 
where the Boyle Street Community 
Co-op was condemned to the 
wrecking ball to make space for 
Edmonton's new concert hall. Go- 
mberg and Phair both voted in city 
council to keep the roof on the Co- 
op and build the concert hall into 
one the proposed existing struc- 
tures: Manulife Centre or the 
vacated Woodward's building.

“The demands of both the home- 
less people on Boyle Street and the 
arts community have to be repre- 
sented,” says Gomberg, “but I don't 
think the city should have to build 
a new structure. There are plenty 
of historic buildings downtown 
they could have renovated, like the 
old city hall building.”

Phair agrees. He adds that other 
arts groups like the Phoenix Theatre 
are already in the neighborhood and 
he has no qualms about seeing it 
developed as a cultural district. “I 
voted for the Manulife option, but 
now that the Co-op building is gone, 
I think the city will provide assistance 
in finding a permanent home for the 
Co-op.” 

Gomberg and Phair seem to have 
scored high on the social and envi- 
ronmental fronts. Kathyleen Quinn 
is on the board of the McCauley 
Community League. She sees the two 
aldermen helped to demystify the

aging her board’s members to speak 
their minds. Phair initiated talk on 
the prostitution problem in the in- 
ner city. That led to the Help 
Edmontonians Leave Prostitution 
program. For some women, prosti- 
tution is the only way they can get 
away from an abusive family setting 
or the only way they can feed their 
children. But H.E.L.P. gives them 
support so they can make better 
choices 

Ironically, however, some solutions 
can create other problems. Ben Kob- 
bero manages the International Hotel 
on 96th Street. He says that ever since 
the city beefed up the presence of 
police in the Boyle Street district a few 
years ago, there has been a smaller 
concentration of hookers 

“Say what you want about the 
world’s oldest profession, but they 
used to bring a lot of business to 
the taverns and hotels in this area. 
We used to be able to count on 
about 40 taxis pulling up out front 
during an eight-hour period. 

“In the year or so since the crack- 
down, our hotel has lost 40 per 
cent of its business.” Koberro ad- 
mits that much of this loss is due 
to the province's cuts to welfare 
payments and the introduction of 
video lottery terminals, which he 
says divert money away from room 
and beverage sales. But Koberro 
says that the worst aspect of the 
prostitution issue is that now the 
hookers work the streets around St 
Michael School. “Nobody wants 
their kids exposed to that. The 
hookers range as far north as 118 
Ave. and as far south as Whyte Ave 
We didn't mind their being here — 
it’s a good place to contain them in 
one location.” 


Quick action 


Janet Parasynchuk, principal of 
St. Michael Catholic Elementary 
School says that the hookers moved 
on to other neighborhoods about 
a year ago. “When the hookers 
moved in, the city acted quickly,” 
says Parasynchuk. “I think Alder- 
man Phair requested that police 
erect barriers to re-route traffic 
around the area. That was April 
1994: a month later the prostitutes 
disappeared.” 

Phair has a lot to say about how 
the lives of constituents can be im- 
proved through municipal planning 
based on the wishes of residents as 
in the Area Redevelopment Plan for 
Riverdale. Phair says he helped to 
block the construction of highly 
priced river-front estates in favor of 
moderately-priced housing and 
green space. One gets the impression 
that Phair wants to fight for the little 
guy, the underdog. When he talks 
about the economy, he mentions 
puts emphasis on the growth of 
home businesses. 

Phair also sees employment, safe 
neighborhoods and getting young 
people to contribute to the growth 
of the community as issues critical 
to the health of the city. “Many fa- 
cilities that cater to the youth are 
closed on Thursdays, Fridays, Sat- 


urdays, the days that young people 
would probably use them most.

He 
places emphasis on making better 
what already exists rather than 
spending larger amounts by build- 
ing from scratch.

Gomberg has the most cohesive 
plan for the economic development 
of Edmonton. His closest competi- 
tor in this regard is the 
non-incumbent Brian Bechtel, 
former director of the Edmonton 
Food Bank. The philosophies be- 
hind each plan, are poles apart yet 
oddly similar 
Both men focus on using exist- 
ing assets to improve the economic 
lot of all Edmontonians. Gomberg 
wants to see the economy grow 
from its local roots, the small busi- 
nesses of every constituency. 
“Money is like water,” says Go- 
mberg, “it flows toward the forces 
that attract it. We just have to find 
ways to keep it from flowing out of 
the city. We have to learn how to 
save money wherever we can. This 
puts revenue aside for investment 
in long-term wealth creation. In- 
stead of expanding the city limits 
with new suburbs and spending 
money on new infrastructures, | 
would invest that money in devel- 
oping local existing economies, 
making them more self sufficient 
That way people could buy prod- 
ucts in their own neighborhoods. 
“That would also cut down on 
the need to drive everywhere while 
investing in the future of their com- 
munity. That's good for the 
environment and the economy. I 
would like to see community banks 
set up that would provide small 
loans to small businesses. These are 
the things we should do with about 
10 per cent of the money form the 
sale of Ed Tel.

Background, a relatively recent 
film short from local director Bill 
Sochoran, is to call it a Kafka-esque 
urban legend. It is quite obviously 
a low-budget production, but that’s 
part of its charm. 

The Background tells the tale of 
a regular guy who, in a night of 
drunken revelry in a foreign coun- 
try, gets an elaborate tattoo 
imprinted on his back. (If you want 
to see it, check out the cover of the 
March 9-16, 1995 issue of SEE). As 
it turns out, the tattoo artist is a 
brilliant master — or, rather, was, 
since he very shortly dies. 

As it is with all artists, the value 
of the his work increases after he is 
dead. This means that the hapless 
guy is now literally a living work of 
art. Court injunctions prevent him 








In the end, it is the script that 
earns the biggest tin grail of all. It 
is so bad, so filled with cliches and 
inappropriate dialogue, that when 
it isn’t mind-numbingly dull, it is 
one of the funniest things on cellu- 
loid. Imagine taking lines from 
every knight movie, western, and 
martial arts movie ever made, then 
getting a computer to splice it to- 
gether. 

To say this movie was a disap- 
pointment would be an 
understatement. I loved Zucker's 
Naked Gun movies, had a pretty 
good time at Ghost, and have spent 
hours trying to perfect a good Sean 
Connery accent. There’s so much 
potential, and so much of it wast 
ed. If Zucker ever does another 
Naked Gun or Airplane! movie, I'll 
be there, but as far as First Knight 
goes, he should have left the sword 
in the rock. e 


from enjoying the very basics of 
human dignity: he is forbidden 
from using soaps, lest they mar the 
image, and he cannot leave the 
country, since laws forbid anyone 
from exporting great works of art. 

From that point on, he ceases to 
become a person, and is objectified

Being shot on video, The Back- 
ground loses some of the grittiness 
that film lends to noir-ish movies 
But the use of shadows and color 
is still very effective, as is the frame- 
work of the screenplay: the film 
opens with several women discuss- 
ing art in a haughty, cattish manner, 
which impels a man on a nearby 
table to relate the story. 

A mild urban legend aficionado, 
1 found myself watching closely to 
find out what happens. Unlike most 
urban legends, though, The Back- 
ground actually has something 
pretty deep to say. And at 10 min- 
utes long, it’s at just the right 
length to keep the low budget 
tricks from being irritating. e@

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Public art presentation cancelled to avoid controversy 





Be atoslane interested in 
learning more about Ottawa's 
successful public art program lost 
a chance to hear from one of that 
city’s experts on the subject. 

Anna Lee Adair was scheduled to 
give a presentation June 21 on Ot- 
tawa’s success in incorporating art 
into public buildings. 

Ottawa’s program — which allo- 
cates one per cent of the capital 
costs of public buildings for the 
purchase of art — is considered by 
many to be one of the most suc- 
cessful in existence. For more than 
10 years, the city of Ottawa has 
pioneered several programs includ- 
ing artists-in-residence and projects 
involving the homeless. 

Unfortunately, just days prior to 
Adair’s scheduled appearance here 
in Edmonton, she was notified that 
her presentation to the public had 
been cancelled. 
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Adair was originally supposed to 
make two presentations in Edmon- 
ton — an evening talk open to the 
public and the arts community, and 
a separate presentation to city staff 
and politicians. 

When Adair received word that 
the public portion of her talk had 
been cancelled, she assumed that 
it was due to a lack of interest. Yet 
after she arrived in Edmonton, her 
contact with the city told her that 
the public talk had been cancelled 
because the city was hesitant to 
rehash some of the controversy 
surrounding Edmonton's own one 
per cent funding policy for art in 
public buildings. 


Policy ignored 


“Once I got to Edmonton, I 
found out from the staff member 
I'd been dealing with that — lo and 
behold — it was the cancelled be- 
cause they weren’t abiding by their 
(funding) policy. And if I spoke, the 















community would see what was 
going on in Ottawa and they would 
be on the City of Edmonton's case,” 
she says. 

“Then I heard that I had can- 
celled and I was pretty upset 
because I hadn’t cancelled at all. 
The city bureaucrats cancelled (the 
public presentation).” 

City councillor Michael Phair 
admits that the issue of one per 
cent funding for public art is still a 
contentious issue in Edmonton. 

“Art in public places is probably 
not thought about very much and 
is probably not seen as being very 
important. Too often it’s an after- 
thought — if it’s thought of at all. 
And then it’s often deemed just a 
waste of money,” Phair says. “I per- 
sonally don’t think that’s the case.” 

Nevertheless, the director of 
community inititiatives for Edmon- 
ton’s Parks and _ Recreation 
department says the decision to 
cancel the public portion of Adair’s 
talk was based simply on a shift in 


audience. 

“We wanted to make sure that the 
folks in the city of Edmonton 
learned what the city of Ottawa as 
a sister corporation was doing and 
we didn’t feel we could accomplish 
that with an evening (public) ses- 
sion,” says director Russ Dahms. “It 
was really about deciding who 
would most benefit from the infor- 
mation.” 

Dahms also admits that the city 
never intended to convey the im- 
pression that Adair cancelled the 
public presentation on her own 
initiative. 


Cross-Canada tour 


Adair’s stop in Edmonton was 
only one in a series of presentations 
she made across the country. She 
says the idea for the tour began 
when she was asked by the city of 
Vancouver to speak about Ottawa's 
arts policy. Soon after, Adair put 
together plans for a tour that would 


offer the same talk to other citic, 
enroute to the Vancouver presen 
tation. 

“I wanted to see what else wa, 
happening in the country, and tr, 
to establish some kind of informa. 
tion network between major cities 
that have these percentage policies 
in place,” Adair explains. 

For Adair — who delivered 
speeches to both the public and 
bureaucrats in most of the other ci. 
tites on her tour — it’s unlikely there — 
can be any good reason for cance! 
ling the public portion of the talk 

“One of my main interests in 
doing this tour was to get this in. 
formation out to the arts 
community and to raise the aware. 
ness of Canadian artists that they 
should be getting involved in some 
of these commissions,” she says. 

“Vancouver alone will spend 
roughly $15 million on public art 
in the next two years. Public art is 
really major in this country, bur 
nobody is talking about it.” e

Why voyeurism? Well, for one 
thing, the play takes place in a 
house — thereby invoking a certain 
sense of intimacy and a distinct 
feeling of eavesdropping that 
you're not likely to find in theatre 
productions. Add to that the fact 
that you’re served tea and sand- 
wiches and given a tour of the 
house as if it belonged to the char- 
acters in the play — and you're 
bound to feel more like a prying 
neighbor than a simple audience 
member. 


Terribly serious 


This time out, The Importance of 
Being Earnest is presented by the 
Rutherford Chamber Players and is 
being performed at the historical 
Rutherford House on the U of A 
campus. Directed by Michael Char- 
rois, the play follows the story of 
Algernon, his friend Earnest, and 
several other terribly serious, terri- 
bly earnest characters who ponder 
some of life’s more important is- 
sues like marriage and 
relationships. 

“It's that sort of late Victorian 
era, they’re all terribly sexually re- 
pressed, so there’s a lot of sexual 
energy under this very cool facade,” 
explains Charrois. “In fact, the play 
itself is a lot about facade and be- 
ing proper in 
insurmountable odds.” 


In this version of the play there's | | 
also a lot of interaction with the 
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Contributing to the sense of inti- 
macy is the play’s walking tour of 
Rutherford House. When the audi- 
ence arrives, they are greeted at the 
door by a butler (played by Charr- 
ois himself). Act One takes place 
with the audience seated in the 
dining room looking into the li- 
brary.

No matter what sonic soundscape Jim 
Thirlwell is plundering in his latest Foe- 
tus escapade, one thing is for sure — it 
will be done with a devil-may-care atti- 
tude and more volume than the average 
747 in take-off mode. 

As a producer, Thirlwell has no peer. 
His industrial cacophony network of the 
Cult’s “She Sells Sanctuary" (with all of 
the original guitar work taken out and 
replaced with Black Sabbath samples) is 
a masterpiece. His remix of Front 242's 
“Religion” (he reset the guitar drones 
to a sample from Deep Throat and over- 
hauled the beat. What's left sounds like 
the end of the world — while getting 
your dick sucked) is evil incarnate. In- 
dustrial bands pound down his door for 
his stamp of approval. 

After listening to Gash, is it any won- 
der why? 

This is hyped-up music for the in- 
sane. There is no tangible form here, 
just a collection of hideously wonderful. 
bile-ridden, insolent screams. 

“Mighty Whity (Bring me the Head 
of...)" makes 242's “Headhunter” sound 
like a lame-ass disco jive. This is a down-

furious pace. The closing “See Ya Later”

What a ride. 

Every track is a pandering to 
Thirlwell’s own ego. It’s a fascist re- 
cording, leaving no chance for the lis- 
tener to take it as anything but the gos- 
pel of degradation and evil. 

This is masochism at its finest. And 
I'll enjoy this record again and again.

For old 
showtune movie junkies, these discs are 
a historical sound byte back to the hal- 
cyon days of MGM.

In listening to these archival record- 
ings it does take one back to a forgotten 
era of naive innocence and howdy-do 
ma’am tip-the-hat geniality.
